REMARKS 

Claims 11,16 and 17 are all the claims pending in the application. Claim 17 is added by 
way of this Amendment.

Applicant respectfully submits the originally filed specification explains that the writing process 
may have a higher priority than any other task (see page 22, lines 3-5), and thus, may include the 
reading and printing processes in addition to the generating process. Also, when more than one 
page is included in a print job, a request for printing a first page may be generated but the writing 
processes to HDD for the following pages are still unprocessed. 

In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of this application are now believed 
to be in order, and such actions are hereby solicited.
